A jadicious 
culture in time can prevent a bad state of 
affairs. Land to make acrop must be cul- 
tivated—even if dry;] the plow, cultivator, 
harrow, hoe and other impiements must be 
kept in motion. Neglect a field even in 
dry weather, anda compact crust will form 
on the soil, and air will beexcluded and 
moisture from dew will not be absorbed. 
Thus two agents of of vegetation are excluded 
when much By stirring the 
soil it is kept ¢' phgotie. subject to the action of 
the atmosphere, and if the preparation for 
'the crop has been thorough, it can stand a 
pretty dry season. To keep the soil in 
tillable condition, commence cultivating as 
goon after the rain as possible, and con- 
tinue.. A good soilrarely fails, even in a 
r season, of returning a paying iucome 
ot the labor expended upon it. A rich, 
well cultivated soil will usnally make fair 
returnsin what wecall bad or unfavorable 
seasons. What the farmer on a poor soil 
would call a good season seldom comies.

What we 
wantisto admit sun and air to produce 
weod as well, not only in connection with 
the fruit, but in the early years of growth— 
indeed, throughout i its entire life—in order 
to secure a healthy growth, which cannot 
be done if the branches are left,close so as 
to harbor humidity.
